The Russian 
minister therefore has reecived ; or- 
ders to leave Bulgaria with all’ the 
staffs of the legation and consulates, 
if the Bulgarign government. does not 
within 24 hours openly break with 
the enemies of the Slav canse and o 
Russia, and does not at once proceed 
to sond’away officers belonging to 
armies of state which are at war 
with the powers of the entente.”

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HE, Honorable Dr. Roche, 
Minister of the Interior, 
whose Department has had 
eharg: of the distribution 
of seed grain and relief in 

Western Canada throughout the past 
year, and the taking of security 
therefor, has had under consideration 
the qrestion of collections to be made 
this fall. 

The advances commenced early 
last winter, and were made necessary 
by the extreme misfortune which 
Western Canada suffered from the 
drought in 1914. It was hoped at the 
time that the amount required would 
not be unduly large, as the outbreak 
of war was making extraordinary de- 
mands upon the financial resources of 
the Dominion. The amount has, how- 
ever, reached very large limits. There 


has been advanced up to July 31 for 
seed grain $8,534,018.37, and for 
other goods by way of relief and fod- 
der for animals $4,075,420.89, mak-

ing a total of $12,609,439.21. As- 
sistance was given, of course, by rea- 
son of a temporary misfortune, and 
was, of course, of a temporary nature. 
Fortunately the Government was not 
called upon to lend its aid except in 
the Provinces of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan. ~These are the Provinces 
that suffered most. 

It has been a matter for congratul- 
ation that the policy adopted has 
‘been justified not only by the neces- 
sities of the time, but by subsequent 
events. This year’s crop, particularly 
in the drought-stricken district, is 
the best in the history of Western 
Canada. 

The bulk of the seed grain was 
purchased by the Government at a 
comparatively moderate price, and 
the farmers got it at the price the 
Government paid for it plus expense 
of handling. A great,many demands 
came in very late, and as these were 
found on investigation to be for tke 
most part deserving, some grain had 
to be bought at the advanced price 
that prevailed in the spring. But in 
the main the Government was fortun- 
ate in making its purchases early. 
For many months it looked as if 
an excellent price was to await the 
marketing of the 1915 crop. This, 
however, does not now seem so prob- 
able. The large acreage in other 
countries, and particularly the excep- 
tionally good crop prospects in the 
United States, witb the depressed 
condition of exchange and shortage 
of ocean tonnage have had the effect 
of ;reatly reducing the quotations for 
wheat, barley, and oats. The Minister 
of the Interior bas had this consider- 
ation under review, and it has also 
been impressed upon him that this 
year the Western farmers have a 
great many of last year’s obligations 
still to take care of—last year’s in- 
terest on mortgages, and in many 
cases indebtedness to local merch- 
ants. AS a consequence even with 
the present excellent crop conditions 
it will not be in every case an easy 
‘Matter to finance unusual obligations 
this year. Having-regard to and hav- 
ing fully considered all the cireum- 
stances now prevailing, the Minister 
has decided to ask for payment this 
year of one-half only of the seed 
grain and fodder advances together 
with interest. As for the ddvances

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for other relief~(in cases where both 
relief and seed grain and fodder have 
been provided) these will not be in- 
sisted on this year. Where, however, 
no seed grain or fodder has been pro- 
vided, but relief only, one half of the 
amount advanced for relief will be 
expected to be returned. 

It must be remembered that this 
seed grain, fodder, and relief distri- 
bution has been a mest extensive and 
far spread undertaking. A definite 
and consistent system of collection 
must be adopted. It is not an easy 
matter to work out such a system 
without entailing too great expense 
of organization. Consequently, the 
purchasers of grain have been asked 
to co-operate in the matter of collec- 
tions. In this way the organization 
at their disposal is used and the ne- 
cessity for heavy expenditure on the 
part of the Government avoided. 

The Minister confidently hopes that 
all who have received assistance and 
the people of the West generally, 
will accept the policy of the reduced 
amount to be collected this year as 
fair e~d equitable, and that all will 
co-operate and lend their assistance 
to work out successfully. 


Financing Crop. 


Aside from the questjon of ocean 
tonnage and exchange there shoula 
be no difficulty in moving the Cana- 
dian crop, although it may take 
longer than‘usual. Certainly there 
should be no difficulty in financing 
the movement. The banks are more 
liquid than they have been for years. 
In addition they have as a reserve 
their émergency circulation and the 
facilities afforded under the Finance 
Act of 1914 by which they can ob- 
tain advances in Dominion notes 
against grain bills and other securi- 
ties. So far as concerns credits to 
farmers, two recent amendmetts to 
the Bank Act introduced by Hon. W. 
T. White, are important. Under one 
a bank may take security upon grain 
remaining in the farmers’ possession, 
and under the other the bank may 
take security upon a crop for seed 
grain advances. The financial legis- 
lation of the Dominion seems to have 
provided all: possible facilities for the 
financing of the crop movement. 


PREMIER BORDEN BRINGS 
MESSAGE’ FROM SOLDIERS 


At the great welcome accorded Sir 
Robert Borden in Montreal on his 
return from England, he gave to the 
people of Canada a message from our 
gallant soldiers at the front. 

“BHven greater than this,” said the 
Premier, ‘‘was my privilege of visit- 
ing the convalescent hospitals. There 
I met our gallant men who had come 
back from the very valley of the 
shadow of death. They had gone 
through as trying ordeals as have 
ever been recorded in the history of 
the world, but I found them all 
cheerful, and all inspired with the 
same courageous determination as 
those others still at the front. It was 
an inspiration to me, and I felt, when 
I addressed a thousand convalescent 
Canadians that it was the noblest 
audience I had ever faced. Altogether 
I visited 41 hospitals where Cana- 
dians were, and at these I met men 
from all parts of the Empire who had 
fougkt in France, Belgium, and the 
Dardanelles—the men who won fame 
at Ypres, Festurbert, and Givenchy. 
They were from many lands, but they 
were all comrades, who had fought 
and would fight again for the same 
cause. It was a spectacle that gave 
to me a truer sense of the unity of 
our Empire than I had ever had be- 
fore, and I come back to you now 
with a clear message of Empire from 
them. 

“I bring from the front this mes- 
sage from our soldiers: that they 
have done their duty in the past, are 
prepared to do it in the future, and 
that no conclusion of the war will be 
satisfactory unless it brings to the 
Empire, for all the sacrifices they 
have made, the satisfaction of attain- 
ing the object fought for. Any 
nation that undertakes to establish 
the doctrines of spoilation shall go 
down beneath the might and con- 
tempt of the world.”

' Aithens, September 28.—Some phas- 
es of the Dardanelles campaign, 
which he alluded to as ‘“‘distinotively 
the most far-reaching campaign of 
the war,’’ were discussed today by 
an officer attached to the general 
staff of the British army the 
Gallipoli peninsula, who _ recently 
came to Athens from the Dardanelles 
front.

SUCCESS SOON. 


Montreal, September 28.—ENforts of 
the allies expeditions on the Galli- 
poli-peninsula are likely to be crown- 
ed with success at any time. The 
allied troops are half way up the 
preliminary slopes of Achi-Baba, the 
strategic point commanding the nar- 
rows, and with its capture the open- 
ing of the Dardanelles would speedily 
be accomplished. 

The news was brought by Walter 
Horrocks, now on the Allan liner 
Scandinavian, who for three months 
was on the Allan liner Scotian, 
transporting troops from Alexandria 
to Lemnos and from Lemnos to the 
Turkish fighting zone.

White Fish from 
Lesser Slave Lake 


The fishing industry in Western 
Canada has received a great deal of 
attention this year, and the develop- 
ments to be recorded for 1915 will 
be very remarkable. Interest will 
centre, of course, largely on tha 
dévelopments of Prince Rupert ‘as a 
fishing port, and the shipments of 
halibut and other fish from Prince 
Rupert this year over the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Ry. have made a very 
notable contribution to the wealth 
of Canada. Another interesting fact 
in connection with Western Canada 
Fisheries is disclosed by the an- 
nouncement that White fish are now 
being shipped from Lesser Slave 
Lake in car lots to Chicago. When 
the Mdmonton, Dunveran and British 
Columbia Railway made the lake in 
question accessible, two fish comr 
panies were formed in Edmonton - to 
fro into the business, and towards 
the end of July the first express ship- 
ment of White fish was made. The 
Canadian Express Company supplies 
refrigerator cars which bring — the 
fish over the EF. D. & B.C. Ry* to 
idmonton, thence to Winnipeg over 
the Grand Trunk Paoifie Ry. and by 
connecting lines to Chicago, Chicago 
is a great market and distributing 
point for White fish caught in West- 
ern Canada, and they seer! to be 
able to tae all the White fish ‘that 
can be sent there. 

The fish from Lesser Slave Lake 
are reported to be superior in qual- 
ity and to be present in the Jake in 
enormous numbers. This is tthe first 
year, of course, in which commercial 
fishing has been practiced there. It 
is expected that the Canadian Px- 
press Company, the F.D. & B.C. 
Ry. and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Ry. will have to enlarge their ar- 
rangements next year for handling 
the White fish to be shipped.

General Younghusband Remembered 
as a Great ‘Practical Joker 

In command ,of_the British forces 
in Egypt is General Sir George’ John 
‘Younghusband,’ * who. for’ over. thirty: 
six years has fought for Great Britain. 
He first came ‘into prominence in tho 
Afghan War, when he gained a medal 
and. clasp. Later he served in the 
Soudan campaign, the: Burma War, 
the Spanish-American War,: and in 
South Africa. In the latter campaign 
he was severely wounded, and was 
in hospital when he learned that he 
‘had been awarded both the Queen's 
afd the King’s Medal. 

In his younger days Sir John Young: 
husband was known in military circles 
as Johnny Wag. He was an inveter. 
ate practical joker, and was especially 
clever at drawing humorous carica- 
tures of -his brother subalterns. which 
decorated the walls of the officers’ 
mess. Some years ago he spent six 
months’ leave in travelling 1,800 
miles through Burma and Siam. 

Sir John wrote a very humorous 
book after his “urma travels, and it 
included many amusing drawings from 
his pen. They caricatured the people 
he had met, and possessed such under- 
lines as “A chief with scrubby whiskk- 
ers, of which he is very proud”; “One 
of the ugliest old gentlemen I have 
ever met”: “A gentleman who follow- 
ed me like a shadow—a lady who did 
not.” 

Sir John Younghusband has his 
serious side, and he has written 
several valuable military books. 

On one occasion Sir John during 
his travels was.cleverly victimized by 
some natives. At a village where he 
was encamping the dusky inhabitants 
brought to his tent a number of 
sapphire-like stones, which they stated 
had been cug up at a spot some dis- 
tance from the village. Sir John was 
convinced that he had luckily hit on 
a treasure mine, and bought every 
stone the natives possessed and ob- 
tained full’ particulars of. the place 
where they had been found. “I had 
dreams of boundless wealth,” said Sir 
John, when relating the story, “and 
on my arrival at Calcutta I hastened 
to have the stones valued. ‘Lovely 
color, light perfect, not a flaw, worth 
fifty guineas aplece—if they were not 
made of Birmingham paste,’ was the 
expert’s crushing criticism,” 


KAISERIN’S FINE JEWELS - 


Wears Fortune in Precious Stones 
But Dresses Very Plainly 


The German Empress is said on 
State occasions to wear not less than 
$1,250,000 worth of diamonds and 
pearls. The Kaiser was furious when 
at one great function the Kaiserin 
was outshone by the ex-Queen of 
Italy, the beautiful Margherita, and 
insisted thit the Empress should al- 
most load herself with gems. 

One of her ornaments, by the way, 
is said to be the circle of gems which 
Napoleon wore in his hat, and which 
was found by Blucher’s soldiers after 
V’aterloo. A ‘ew extra stones are 
attached to her fan, and at court 
functions it is the duty of two pages 
to see that none of these fall off. The 
Empress’s personal jewellery, on the 
other hand, is said to be surpassed 
by that of many middle-class women 
in Germany; while she ‘s also in 
ordinary life one of the plainest of 
dressers. Her gowns, in fact, have 
been styles by French ladies “simply 
appalling.” 


AVIATOR’S NERVY DEED 


Badly Wounded He Thought Only of 
Saving His Machine 


“The British air raid’ at Courtrai 
was one of the most heroic episodes 
of the war,” says the Officte’ Press 
Bureau. “The aviator started alone 
in a biplane. On his arrival over 
Courtrai he glided to a height of tut 
300 feet and dropped/a large bomb 
on the railway junction. He was the 
target of ‘:undreds of rifles, machine 
guns and anti-aircraft armament and 
was severely wounded in the thigh. 
He decided to save his machine at 
all costs and made for the British 
lines, descending to.a height of 100 
feet in oraer to increase his speed. 
He was aga:n wounded and flew back 
to his own base, where he executed 
a perfect ‘anding and made his re- 
port. He died in the hospital shortly 
afterwards.”

It'must not be forgotten that trench- 
es advance towards the enemy 2ig- 
zag fashion, while the actual trenches 
are formed as corrugated paper view- 
ed edgewise. We were thus stationed 
one in each bend of the line, in easy 
earghot, but completely out of sight 
of each other. 

On occupying the post, provided 
one’s work is done conscientiously 
with a sharp eye and an alert ear, 
one always feels that something is 
going to happen. It is far too quiot 
for a battlefiéld, one reflects. Th: 
Germans must be creeping up. After 
straining the eyes in the darkness for 
a few minutes the shadows begin tao 
dance, the props to which the barbed 
wires are fixed a few yards before 
you assume human forms, while the 
uncollected bundles of hay become 
corpses or crouching “Boches.” 

The wet black nights are tho 
“nervy” nights. Impossible to see a 
yard before one, the least sound to 
the high-strung nerves suggests a 
horde of Germans creeping up. 

“Lok out there,” whispered un eerin 
voice, “those two bundles of hay ara 
moving forward. I can hear someono 
breathing behind them.” One recalls 
the advancing wood dodge in ‘Mac: 
beth,” and the hair stands on end. 
Before you have further time to re- 
flect your companion lets fire. There 
follows a hideous yell, the straw 
quivers, and something black hiss:s 
past you. The poor old sergeant's 
cat has had its tail amputated by a 
bullet! And so for a further hour tho 
cold night creeps on. 

Then it 's yourself who sees a form 
lying a few yards away. A crouchiug 
man without a shadow of doubt. You 
walt five minutes and look in a difé 
ferent direction. On turning round 
the eyes catch it at once. It is still 
there—lying very close to the ear.h 
and hiding its head. You compare 
notes with the next sentinel, and hoe 
agrees. A volley of balls are dis- 
charged, but the form does not budge. 

Next morning you look over the 
trench to verify or explain the mys- 
teries of the yore. Tho horrible, low 
lying shadow we shot at is still there 
—the corpse of a soldier left unburied.

guidance has taken its rightful place 
as a directing factor in the creation, 
improvement, and expansion of Cana- 
dian trade. The Department in the 
last four years has been brought up 
to a point of efficiency and of direct 
usefulness which has been of the ut- 
most consequence to Canada during 
a period of severe commercial strain. 


A Rich Experience. 


Sir George Foster was able to 
bring to this work of reorganization 
a rich experience, the fruits of years 
of study, and a capacity for work 
which bas always been the.wonder 
and admiration of those who have 
been brought within its range. Asa 
seasoned administrator, as one fa- 
miliar from close association with the 
growth of Canada, recognized inter- 
nationally as an authority on com- 
mercial and fiscal questions, Sir 
George Foster had, in taking charge 
of this important branch of the public 
service, an unequalled grasp and un- 
derstanding of those questions with 
which he was called upon to deal. 
From the outset his administration 
has been fruitful. 

His first work was to enliven the 
existing machinery, to improve it and 
to add to it.. He oiled the wheels, 
and he increased the steam pressure. 
The steps which he took were taken 
far in advance of the war, yet not far 
in advance of the possibility of war. 
How far Sir George Foster may have 
seen into the future nobody knows 
but himself, but the fact remains that 
the measures which he took in the 
first few months of his ddministra- 
tion could no. have been adopted 
more happily had he known the cer- 
tainty cf war and the day of its com- 
ing. 

Seeking Trade Openings. 

He gave his attention from the be- 
ginning to the development and 
strengthening of the external trade 
of the Dominion in existing paths and 
to blazing n.w trails of commerce. 
He created a new office: that of Com- 
missioner of Commerce, and installed 
in it a man of wide experience, Mr. 
Richard Grigg, until then a British 
trade representative in Canada. Mr. 
Grigg not long afterwards undertook 
an official journey through the Orient 
and part of Russia, spying out new 
markets in parts of the world where 
there exist trade possibilities of great 
importance to the Dominion. Since 
the outbreak of war another agent 
has been sent into Russia, Mr. C. F. 
Just, former Canadian trade agent in 
Germany. 

Since the war an agent has also 
been sent to Oriental arfd other coun- 
tries with a view to discovering mar- 


kets for British Columbia timber, 
and a very important trade is ex- 
pected to develop as a result of this 
step. The Commissioner of Commerce 
visited British Columbia this sum- 
mer in connection with this enter- 
prise. 
Nritish Consular Service. 

Each step of this kind is taken 
under the close personal supervision 
of the Minister of Trade and Com- 
mercé,. Improvements in the trade 
service are still being matie. One of 
the early benefits obtained for Cana- 
dian commerce by Sir Goerge Foster 
was the placing af the whole British | 
conaular service at the disposal of

Canaaa. 

Not the least useful change fas 
been in connection with the Weekly 
Report published by the Department 


for the information of Canadian busi- - 


ness men. This report had for some 
years suffered from a lack of what 
newspaer editors call “live news.”” 


Its usefulness under these conditions - 


was very small, and its usual destina- 
tion wag the waste-basket. It is now 
one of the most valuable of all the 
Government publications. 

Trade With West Indies. 

Very soon after taking office as 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, Sir 
George Foster took up the question, 
of improved trade conditions as-be- 
tween Canada and the British West 
Indies. This opportunity had been 
long neglected, although its existence 
had been known in Canada as far 
back as 1892 whea, as a member of 
the then Government, the present 
Minister visited the Islands in the in- 
terests of trade extension. There was 
no neglect of it after the return of the 
Borden Government. Sir George Fos- 
ter at once opened negotiations which 
resulted in a visit of British West In- 
dian delegates to Ottawa and the con- 
clusion of a reciprocal trade agree- 
ment, which has been mutually bene= 
ficial in a very large degree. 

Canadian Representative. 

Sir George Foster’s wide know- 
ledge of Imperial trade conditions led 
to his selection by the British Gov- 


ernment as Canadian representative _ 


on the Dominions Royal Commission. 
This Commission was engaged just 
prior to the war in visiting the vari- 
ous Dominions of the Empire and col- 


lecting statistical and other informa- Rr es 
tion with regard to the resources, /” 
production, and trade of the several’ 


Dominions with a view to possible-im- 
provements. The Commission’s work, 
although incomplete ‘owing to;‘the 
outbreak of the war, has beené ‘done 
‘with peculiar thoroughness and will 
prove of immense value in the’ reor- 
ganization of Imperial trade which is 
certain to follow when the war 
closes. Interim reports already issued 
by the Commission contain most val- 
-uable information with regard to the 
present and possible development of 
Imperial trade. : 


The Grain Commission. 


The administrative activities of the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce 
have by no means been confined’ to 
the development of the external trade 
of the Dominion, The Canadian pro- 
ducer has not been forgotten. Can- 
ada, although the greatest wheat- 
growing Dominion in the Empire, 
was sadly hampered up to a few 


handling facilities. The -difficulties 
which faced the grain-growers were 
not those of transportation alone. 
The lack of proper housing facilities 
was his first and most immediate 
trouble, and a very serious one. Sir 
George Foster removed it. Under his 
direction the Government has built a 
string of public-owned and operated 
terminal ele-ators from the Great 
Lakes to the Mountains, is building 
another on the Pacific coast at Van- 
couver, and plans to build yet an- 
other at Port Nelson in connection 
with tLe construction of the Hudson's 
Bay Railway. The last of the prairie 
elevators, that at Calgary, is in opera- 
tion this fall. The Grain Act alsa 
was overhauled, its defects removed, 
and its benefits made more directly, 
‘applicable. 

About War Contracts. 


During the early months of the war 
Sir George Foster had much to do 
with the British Government’s war 
purchases in Canada, and in this cap- 
acity he showed himself as keenly; 
alert in the details of practical busi> 
ness as in the larger questions of de~ 
partmental administration. 

The ocean freight rate problem 
was being dealt with by Sir George: 
Foster before the outbreak of war. 
The question increased in magnitude; 
and in difficulty with the withdrawali 
of so many large ships from the Can- 
adian service by the British Admir- 
alty, and became most acute this fall! 
with the necessity of providing ade- 
quate tonnage for the transportation: 
of Canadian wheat. Sir George Foster 
has given to this matter close and un- 
remitting attention and study, withi 
the result that arrangements are be- 
ing made which will go far toward 
the solution of the whole problem., 

Was Acting Prime Minister. \ 


Sir George Foster while in Ottawa’ 
was the acting head of the Govern- 
ment during the absence of Sir 
Robert Borden in England. His long, 
administrative experience has specials 
ly titted him for duties of this kind, 
and all things went well under hisi 
guidance. 
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Well-Earned Recognition 
The nrany friends of Bert Clark 
will be pleased to know that after 


eight months of fighting on the con- 
tinent, he is now back in England, 
and in receipt of a commission in 
the 12th Reserves Battalion, and will 
be at Shorneliff for six weeks, when 
he will return to the firing line. 

Bert has been in the thick of tha 
fight since the first Canadians went 
to the front, attd he is one of tho 
thirteen of the 1100 "‘Princess Pats” 
who has eseaped disablen, ent of any, 
kind so far. 

News from the front from time to 
time would indieate that Bert has 
well carned his commnssion, and his 
friends around Olds offer hiny — econ- 
gratulations and sincerely hope hd 
will come through the balanee of the 
war to return to his mother and 
father, who ean be justly proud of 
the part their boy has played in tha 
struggle for British liberty —Oldg
